It was builded againe in the dayesof Ahab, by Hielthe 
Bethelire,and remaineth at this day with the reſt of that 
holy Land, vnder the Turkiſh Empire, Vnto this Ie 
richo, the Lord of heauen and earth vouchſafeth to 
comein thelikenes of a ſeruant. And as Toſuacompaſled 
[ericho ſcauen times minding to deftroyit, ſo Chriſt 
the true Toſua reſorted oftentimesto Iericho, minding 


ſhould attempt to build ie vp : yet in this barren ſoile 
Chriſt hath hisſpirituall harueſt, andinthiscurſed Cit 
tiehehathaholy Temple, ablef{ed building.

Now followeth the deſcription of Zaccheus, which is 
molt plainly andfully (er foorth vatovs. Theholy ghoſt 
ſpeaking ot Zaccheusand his conuerlion,comes inwith 
an Ecce, Behold, as if it were a wonder thar Zaccheus 
| ſhould be converted ; Zaccheus wasa Gentile, a Pub- 
| lican, and arich man, andtherefore behov[d a myracle, 
asifinthe converſion of Zaccheus, thele three ſhould 
be conuerted at once, | 

Zaccheuswas a Gentile; awaruel[toſeeaGentile be- 
come a lew, thatis, to belecue in Chriſt. Heewasa 
principallPublican ; a firange thingto ſee a chiefecu- 
llomer to giue ouer his office : and he was rich allo za 
rarematter toſeearich mantoenter into the kingdome 
ofGod : and therefore behould a miracle,as if atthis day 
theTurke, Pope, andthe King of Spaine, wereat once 
perſwaded to forfake their idoJatry and ſuperſtition. 
Chriſt going to /er«fa/em,,conuerteth aGentile, toſigni- 
hethe calling ofthe Gentiles:he conuertcth a publican, 
toſhewthat notorious linners may hope to beeſaued,if/ 
theyrepentand amend, as Zaccheus did. Heconuerteth 
arich man,to ſhewthatalrichmen are not excluded fro 
thekigndome of heauen, | 

Hewascalled Zaccheus before his conuerlion, but he 
was neuer truly called Zaccheus el Chrilt called him. 
[fo.Hisname lignifyed, ſimple, pure, honell ; but hislife 
wasſubtill,impure,and moſt deteitable. Thus many are 
calledby honeſt names, whoſe deedes bewray their dil- 
honeſt natures,andvices oftentimes are ſhrowdediin the 
| habitsofvertue, like Xſopes Ale, maskingin the Lions 
ﬆinne, till his long eares deteft his follie, orlikethe 
Crowethatisdecktin others plumes, till every bird doe 
plucke his feather.

Zaccheus by his profeſſion was a Publican, andthere. 
fore much deteſted of the Iewes : for Publicans were 
Roman officers, appointed to gather andreceiye Pubs 
lique cultomeor tributeof the Iewes, whowereattha 
time inſubicRtiontotheRomanes. And amongſt theſe 
Officers, Zaccheus wasthe chiefe , and ( asitſcemeth) 
Querſeer of thereſt that werein /cricho,' and therefore 
in chiefe hatred among the Iewes , as onethat chiefely 


their countryliberty, whichought not to beſubie& to 
any Nation, 

Beſides, he contemnedthe ceremonies of thelenes, 
& regarded nottheir religion, nor liuedafter their lay, 
andtherforewith chereſt of the hearhen Publicans, was 
excommunicate out of their ſynagogue, Matth.cha.r$. 


then. Yetwas hebeloued for his wealth, for rich men 


neuer fo wickedly, yet have they ſome to taketheir 
parts, If they {peak neuer(o proudly, yerarethereſome 
eo praiſe theirſaying,Eccle. 13.23.24. 
licans mult needes berich , andviurers will bewealthy. 
But rich Publicans make poore Princes, and wealthy 
viurers make many beggars. In euery prouince there 
were many Publicans, andrherefore much poore pec- 
ple in every place : for where there be wany caterpil- 
lers,the fruitisſoore conſumed ; & wherethere be aw- 
nyextortioners,beggars muſt needs abound, 

Bythe Law of God , there might beno beggarsinll- 
rac; butwhen ſo many Publicans were ſuffered to re- 
ceive tribute of the Tewes contrary to Gads Jawe, no 
marueli though ſo many (ate and begged , contrary to 
Gods lawe, Luke 28, Iohn 9, Ads 3. By the lawe of 


ads 
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Zaccheus wasa Publican.and therefore rich: for Pub-- 


fauoured the Romans tyranny , and ferncd to abrigge| 


Thus was he hated for hisprofeſſton , becauſe hewas | 
a Publican; and for his religion , becauſe he wasa hea- | 


haue many friendes, Prou 14.20. And thoughthey doe |

nagin{ceking of woridly wealth, now his greateſt carc 


anddeſpiſed him when he (aw him, Luk. 23.8. 11, but 


when he ſaw him, lixe Abraham that deſired to ſec 
theday ofChriſt, /0b:.8.56. And therefore of the (er- 
vant of Sathan , Zaccheus is now become the childe of 
Abraham, which reioycedto ſee the day of Chriſt.Hap- 
py were his eyes that ſaw (o bleiled a (light, for many 
Prophetsand righteous men have defiredto ſeeand to 
hearethoſethings that Zaccheus both ſaw and heard. 
andcouldnot feenor hearethe fame. If Iacob thought 
him(elſe happy, ifthat he might burſee his ſonne /»{eph

| Butif our faith be ſo weake ſighted that we cannot lee 


Chriſt, yer let vs hauea delire co hear Chriſtin his word, 
whereby ourfaith may beincreaſed, forfaith comesby 
hearing theword of God. And as the Queene of the 
South deſired to hearethe wiſdoine of Salomon, (olet vs 
be delirous to heare thewiſdombof Chriſt our Sauiour, 
King Salozzoz leftſome Bookes inwriting, wherein 
isſceeneſome partof his wiſedome ; andChriſt ourking, 
hath leftvntovs his molt ſacredword, as it werea alle 
of his wiſedome,fufficient matter for our ſaluation, this 
is that heavenly foode, Mat,4.4. whereby our foulesate 
fed vntoeternalllife ; letvs rherfore{abourfor chathes- 
uenly foodc: and as the l[(raelites were carefullto gather 
Mannatouſtaine their bodies; ſo letys be ascarefullto 
heartheword tofeedeourſoules, The peopleinthetime 
of Chriſt, 794.6. 24.tooke great paines to follow Chrill | 
borh.by land and ſea, and many now adaies ( | confelle) 
arevery forward to follow hisfaithfull Miniſters: but as 
they followed Chriſt (o fall to fill their bellies, ſothele 
frequent Sermonsfortaſhionto ſerue thetime, 
Zacch:us is delirousto lee Chriſt, a godly care,but yet 


| he could notobtaine his purpoſe: a thing commonzfor 


euery one that hach anie good motion , hath alwaies 
ſome hinderancerocrotletheſame ; and Zaccheushath 
adouble impediment to hinderhis honeſt enterpriſe: 
The prezſe of the people, and his little ſtature, Where- 
ofthe former, that is, the multitude, isalwayeswontto 
bean enemie to thoſe that would cometo Chriſt, This 
hindred the blind manfrom receiuing hisſighe,Luk.15. 


forthe peoplerebuked him that hee ſhould houldehis 


peace,till Chriſt called him and opened his eyes. This

This hingered the healing of the deafe and dumbe 
Mar.7.til) Chrilt cocke him aſide out of the mulrirude. 
andcured him. This hindercd che railing of the Rulers 
daughter. Match. 9. til! Chriſt bad thruſt our che Min- 
frells & the muleitude, & then reſtored the maid to life. 
Finally,this hindered Z&ccheusherc from coming vnro 
Chrilt,til Chrift vouchſafed rocal himto himſelte. Thus

Zaccheus wasa man of little {Fature, &rhat hindred him 
from ſeeing Chriſt in carth;& we are men of littlefaich,& 
thatis thecauſewe cannot behold Chriſt in heauen, 
Though Zacchexs was a man of little ature, yetit 
appeareth that hewas not a man of little wit. For when 


tude, he had thewictorunne before, and to climbe vp 
into a tree to obtaine his purpoſe. And for the molt 
pu itfalleth out, thatmen of low ſtature, aremenof 

igh conceit, and the ſhorteſt bodies, hauerheſharpelt

Bur Zaccheus doth notonly runne, but allo 
climbe vpintoatreeto ſceChrilt : A ſtrange thing,that 
Zaccheusarich man, and achicfe cuſtomer, ſhould be- 
haue himſelfeſo childifhlyinthe ſight of ſo greatamul- 


titude ; but the deſire he had to ſee Chriſt , made him

Thusthe Lordthat isrichin mercy to althatcalvpon 
him,vſeth oftentimesto giue more then wee aske:& hee

It was the office of Chriſt co call {innerseorepen 
cance,yea,heecameto call Phariſie ſinnersas wel aFPub- 
licanſinners if che phariſcs would haue confetſedchem- 
ſeluestobe(inners.as che Publicans did; but becauſe they 
tood ſo much vpon their owne righteouſnetle, and del- 
piſed others,therefore Chriſt denounceth ſo many woes 
zgainſt them, and preferrech che penirtent Publican that 
aultedin the Lords mercy, beforcrhe proud Phariliethat 
traſtedin his owne merits. ; 
Though Pa»/wasa Pharifie, andtheſonneof a phartſie, 
yetheeſhameth not toconfeſshimſelfe one ofthe chiefe 
ſingers that Chriſt came to ſaue. Soif the Pharilieschar 


ould haue confelled themſelueschiefe ſinners as Paw! 
did. They ſhould not haue accuſed Chr. for keeping com 
pany with (inners, but they ſhold haue accuſed theſelves 
fornotkeeping company with Chr.The iuſt man ( ſaith 
Salowo,Pro. 18, ) is the firſt accuſer of himſelfe ; but rhe 
Phariſesare ſo far from accuſing thelelues that they be- 
|gan toaccuſe Zaccheus & Chr.together, Thus the phati- 


cortuptdealing,hauethis property,to thinkeother men 
to be heinous ſinners, & thElelues only to berighteous: 
inſomuch asthey wilnot ſtickero ſpeake like that proud 
people that was wont toſay, Depart from me, for I am ho- 
lierthen thou: & like the preſumptuous phariſie, / thaxke 
God] am not as others are.,extortioners v(urers adulterers, 
drankards or ſuch like, 4 [anfific the Sabbath, which other 
men prophane; Ifrequetſermons,whichthey neglect: | 
reverecethename of God, which they blaſpheme:1 pay 
th,which others wichhold:& fatt oftecimes,which they 
doſeldom,or neuer. Theſe were thefpecches of the Pha-

Wherefore, a 
Chrilt ſaid to his Diſciples, Excepe your righteouſurs ex- 
ceed che righteonuſnes of the Scribes and Phariſies, youcan. 
not enter into the Kingdome of beauen : Sollay vnto you, 
that except your righteouſneſſeexceed the righteouſnes 
of theſe phariſaicall hypocrites, ye cannot be ſaued, 
Theſe holy phariliesdid vſcto call the publicans, not 
vſ{urers, nor extortioners, as they themfeſues were; but 
by the generall nameof fanners, as though theythem- 
(clues were free from {inne. Thusthe Papilts at thisday 
deev(e tocall the molt lincere profetlors of the Gol- 
pell, not Lutherans, ( aluiniſts, Zwingliaxr, or Prote: 
| ſtants, as they were wone cocall them :-but'nowthey 
termevs hereticks,aname moreodiousthenanyother; 
whereas inthe meaneſcaſon , they themſcluesareof all 
others the greateſt heretickes. So the Arheitts of our 
time, when they cannot accuſe the godly char are'a- 
mongſt vs of vſurie or briberie, or extortion, ordrun- 
kenetſe,or any ſuch notorious linne, theycallthem hy- 
pocrites, which is the ſurmeof all;when asin very 
trueth they themſclues doe beſt deſeruethatname: but | 
it makes no matter whatthey cal vs, neither are veto 
be mooucdat their deſpightfuliſpeeches : forasthebit 
tertauntsoftheſemurmuring phariſies, couldnot hin- 
der Zaccheus in his conuerſion, ſo the (launders of

Now falloweth an other fruit of Zaccheus conuer- 
lon: namely his good confeſſion : for, as hebelecued:

Way,they willfaſt ſo many daies, goefofar on pil- 
grimage, hirc Prieſts ro ſay ſou many Matles,build ſo ma- 
ny Abbies, and giue ſo many ſummesof money to the 
Monks and Friers. Therforethe Scripture goeth againſt 
them, and diſhonorstheir ſhamelcſneſſe , wholike Nim- 
rod, that heaping ſtonevpon ſtone, would haue builtvp 
to heauen ) heape (inne vponliane, andeuerie houre, 
ſomeonehercfic orſuperſtition growethvp from this fil- 
thy roote. 

For, what Papilt darc ſay, that Simeon thought on any 
oftheſe,or put confidence in any other Sauiour, but only 
inhimwhom he embracedin hisarmes? Forſaluation is 
by the promuſe of God, and all premiſes are in Chrilt. 
Andthough lacob wanted bread, loſeph wanted not mo- 
ney,therfore he gaue them back againe their money,and 
likewiſe hee gaue them that corne that they would haue 
boughc with it. [ would wiſh chem thereforetoſay as ln.

Thenſeeing Chriſt is both our righteouſnetle, (aluati 
on, andalſothe way, the truth, and thelife, toleadeys 
thercunto: itisas poſſiblefor vs without Chriſt to beiu- 
Rified or glorified, asit isto bee wiſe without wiſedome, 
righteous without righteouſnetTe, or faued withoutſalus 
tion, Therefore let vs not beaſhamedtotakeourwarer 
from the fountaine,, ſeeingChriſt is the fountaine of al 
wiſedome, of all righteouſnetTe, of alltruth,of all knoy- 
ledge,of ailfaluation , and brictly of ail goodnelle: for 
thereisnoother Arke to ſaue vsfrom the floud,noother 
ladder to aſcend with into heaven, nootherloſephto 
feed vsinthefamine, noother Moſesto lead vsthrough 
thewilderneile.

ſignifying thereby,thatthe Gentiles ſhould receiue and

Theeightfigurewas Ruth a Moabite: of her {bri/t Te- 
ſuvouchlafed to come as concerning the fleſh,toſhew 
that hecame notonly oftheIewes,and fortheIews,but 
alſo of and forthe Gentiles, which were the loſt ſheepe, 
vnhopedfor, being ſtrangers from the couenant.

I ncedenoetto ſhewthe authority of Prophets: but 
concerningtheir forts & ditfcrences,there are three(orts 
of Prophets. The fart were ſuch,as caHledyponehename 
ofthe Lord inpraterfor the people, andreceived anan. 
{werfrom the Lordin the peoples behalfe:of which(ort 
was Samuc! andthele were called Seers, Alecond(ortof 
Prophets wereluch as God raiſed to expound the Law & 
declare thewillof Godvntothe people, whentheprieſly 
ſuch as ſhould doeſo, were {lacke in their callings, of 
which (ort was Eſay, [eremy, Ezechiel, Daniel, Hoſea, [ve, 
Amos,0baarah, &therelt of the holy Prophets. Athird 
ſort wereſuchas haue beene (inceChrilt , working ſuch 
like effefts,of which ſortwasthe Pruphet Agabnr,vtuhi 
mention is made inthet 1.o0fthe Acts, and 28.verſe, 

Now intheſecond ſort of theſe, was /ox4h, whomGod 
ſentto declare his willto hispeople, vnto whom allothe 
Lorddidreucalc theſubuerſion of kingdomes,the over- 
throw of Tribes, the captiuitie of Nations,thecalamitic 
1 that wereto comevntotheſonnes of men foriniquities 
rcbellionagainſt God. 

Asal wiſe men were not borne at once,nor liuedtoge 
ther :ſothcſeholy Prophets haue not beene at once, but 
wereraiſed vp by the Lord God,ſom here,ſomethereyc. 
cordingto hispleaſurc,and as hee ſawthepeopleſtandin 
needotthem, byreaſon of the corruption of thetime, 

And furthermore,the Lord hath not atany timere 
| uealedvnto oneoftheſe,allthings that might beereve 
led, butas much as was ſufficient for-them eneryonein 
cheirtimesandplaces. Neitherhathany of themtolda 
much ofthe will of Godas mightbeedeclarcd, norfully 
expounded his Lawes: but the Patriarkesleftſometothe 
Prophers,& the Prophets left ſometothe Apoſtles, bu

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| whole will of God vnto vs, and cuery Prophet nov 
bringeth

Theſecond thingis 7onahs fall and riling againe. His 
fal firſt ſinning, both flying from God. and murmuring, 
andtherein jultifying himſelfe: ſecondly,ſuſtayninghis 
puniſhmenr,manitold and long feares, caſtingintothe 
Sea and contmuing in the Whales belly three daies,and 
afterward hisreproofe and conuiction. Hisrifing,hrl 


ingcaſt outofit. Thenalſo faithfully diſcharging his 
duety,crying againlt Niniuycouragicully. 

We haueſcene 0nah afar off, if wewould weemight

Herein I obſerue, that /9nab went not before he was 
ſent: for goingto preachvnto theGentiles,it wasneed- 
fullthat he ſhould haue aſpeciall calling & commiſſion 
fromthe Lord himſelfe : for it wasvnmecte to calt the 
childrens breadvntothe dogges,vnletſe he had aſpecial 
commandementfrom God foto doe. 

None ought to takevpon him thefunfion of prea- 
chinginthe Church,vnletlethey haue cheir warrant or 
authority from God,as Aaron had. Andalthough they 
hauenottheirauthority in that forme and manner as 
lonah had his ( namely ) as it were by word of mouth, e- 
ven from God himſelf, Ari/e and go ro Nininy : yetthey 
muſt haue their warrantfrom him, elſe their calling is 
vnlawfull,
